debtedness ...(and)... indications 
are 
that 
it’s 
in

of 
$100,000.” Riley s job paid $36,- 
000 a year and he’s had it since 
November 1967. 
The spokesman 
said Riley 
was placed on leave June 14, 
and has been replaced by Paul 
Gaughren, 57, a former deputy 
director of the division of se­ 
curity, during investigation of 
the allegations by the commis­ 
sion’s division of inspection. 
Riley, 52, joined the AEC in 
1947 at Los Alamos, N.M., as a 
security and intelligence officer 
and rose through various levels 
to become director of security 
in 1967, 
As chief of security, he has 
been responsible for the physi­ 
cal security of all the diverse 
installations of the AEC’s far- 
flung empire, stretching from 
Washington, D.C. to Eniwetok 
and from Brookhaven, N.Y. to 
the Aleutian Islands. 
The job also includes respon­ 
sibility for “personnel secur­ 
ity,” including clearances of 
prospective employes and pro­ 
tection against sabotage, the 
AEC spokesman said in answer 
to questions. 
But

teered the comment that “there 
is no indication that any secur­ 
ity matters are involved” In the 
current situation involving the 
security chief.

5 Killed As New 
Gun Battles 
Rock Belfast 
BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Gun battles raged in 
the Raman Catholic districts of 
Belfast early today as the Brit­ 
ish army abandoned its “low 
profile” and launched a major 
offensive against guerrillas of 
the Irish Republican Army. 
Shooting erupted in all of Bel­ 
fast’s 
major Catholic strong­ 
holds after three battalions of 
troops invaded the IRA “no go” 
district 
of Andersonstown 
to 
quell gunmen who had poured 
intensive fire at an army com­ 
mand post for four days. 
It was the first time the 
army had entered one of the 
districts taken over by the IRA. 
In the past such areas have 
been off limits to prevent a 
confrontation 
with 
the 
guer­ 
rillas holding sway there. 
Protestant 
militants 
have 
been 
demanding 
for 
months 
that the army go into the no go 
areas and clean out the IRA. 
The invasion of Andersonstown 
will probably intensify the Prot­ 
estants’ demands that the army 
now 
go into the barricaded 
areas of Londonderry that are 
the most famous symbols of 
Catholic defiance, the Bogside 
and Greggan districts, or “Free 
Derry,” as the IRA calls them. 
Army 
headquarters 
said 
about 700 men remained in con­ 
trol of Andersonstown early to­ 
day but said it did not know 
how long they would stay there. 
Two British troops and three 
civilians were known killed in 
the fighting during the night, 
raising the death toll to at least 
15 since Wednesday and to at 
least 431 in the three years of 
communal violence in Northern 
Ireland. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nee George McGovern,, vowing; 
to lead a people’s campaign, 
urged wildly cheering Demo­ 
crats today to put behind “our 
fury and our frustrations" and 
unite to capture the White House 
from President Nixon. 
And the South Dakota senator 
appealed for help “from every 
Democrat and every Republi­ 
can and independent who wants 
America to be the great and 
good land it can be." 
It was nearly 3 a.m. when the 
beaming McGovern, introduced 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
and joined by vice presidential 
nominee Thomas F. Eagleton 
and defeated 
presidential 
ri­ 
vals, stepped to the rostrum of 
a 
tumultuous, 
jammed 
Con­ 
vention Hall to accept his par­ 
ty’s nomination. 
The victorious nominee had 
only a few hours to rest up 
after his triumph—appearances 
before a unity breakfast for the 
party’s House and Senate Cam­ 
paign committees and a Demo­ 
cratic fund-raising group were 
scheduled before he returned to 
Washington later today. 
McGovern also had to decide 
on a new chairman for the 
Democratic 
National 
Com- 
mitee, which holds a morning 
organizational 
meeting. 
While 
he has pressed Chairman Law­ 
rence F. O’Brien to stay on, in­ 
formed sources said he would 
ask Jean Westwood, the Utah 
national 
committeewoman, 
to 
lake the job if O’Brien declines. 
In the final moments of the 
convention that his supporters 
dominated 
all 
week, 
the 
triumph belonged to the one-

from 
South Dakota. 
Waves of applause rocked the 
hall as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
Edmund S. Muskie, Henry M. 
Jackson, Shirley Chisholm and 
Terry Sanford lifted high the 
hands of the 49-year-old nomi­ 
nee and his 42:-year-old running 
mate from, Missouri, 
Reviewing the way his cam­ 
paign swept aside the estab­

leadership, 
McGovern said he would dedi­ 
cate his White House campaign 
to the people, declared that 
next January he would restore 
government to their hands and 
added:

Irsay, president of a heating 
and air conditioning contract 
firm in Skokie, 111., currently 
holds 51 per cent of the Balti­ 
more stock, but the minority 
ownersMp apparently is still in 
doubt. 
At a 'news conference 'Thurs­ 
day, Irsay referred to Willard 


“Bud ” Keland of Racine, Wis., 
as Ms partner, but confirmed 
that the final deal is in a state 
of flux. 
The two reportedly wanted to 
be 50-50 owners when $5 million 
was deposited with the execu­ 
tors 
of the 
estate 
of Dan 
Reeves to buy the Rams. 
But NFL Commissioner Pete

About one year ago, a devastating bail 
storm swept through Rush County, 
shredding all leaves from soybeans and 
corn in certain fields. At the time, the 
soybeans were knee high. When this is 
written, the average height of soy beans 
here is about six inches, and com Is 
many inches shorter than it was last 
year* at this time. The cool weather is 
said to be responsible, and should July 
be hot and humid, both beans and com 
will soon catch up with last year’s crop 
record. 
The 1908 Rush County Atlas and Di­ 
rectory is filled with historical, bio­ 
graphical material and has the most 
complete explanation of Rush County 
laws that I nave ever seen. It explains 
things like escheat, estrays, agistment, 
champerly, and dozens of legal terms 
which are seldom used but vital to the 
just enforcement of the law. The 44 
pages of legal explanations was done in 
1908 by an attorney Howard Barrett, 
who translated into ordinary one syllable 
English the meaning of each legal situa­ 
tion and ways that it should be inter­ 
preted. 
To fully explain criminal offense, he 
used 86 paragraphs numbered to identify 
for different situations. KL Criminal of­ 
fense includes treason, murder in first 
degree, murder by duel in the state, and 
murder by duel outside the state, mur­ 
der by second degree, manslaughter, 
assault and battery with intent, assault,

and 
battery, 
malicious 
mayhem, simple mayhem, kidnaping, 
child stealing, poisoning with intent to 
kill, poinsonmg springs and water, pre­ 
scribing medicine while drunk, criminal 
libel, and arson.

When 
I spent a few hours reading the 1909 
legal section in this Atlas, I gained a 
m ore enlightened view of “the Taw.” In­ 
stead of giving the feeling that an at­ 
torney is not necessary in mis age, it ac­ 
complishes the reverse. No business 
transaction should be undertaken with­ 
out first consulting the experts on what 
is the 1972 version of the Rush County 
laws. Laws protect the rights of citizens, 
a n d this knowledge gives respect for 
them and for the officers hired to enforce 
them.

LUMBER USE UP 
WASHINGTON <AP) — Lumber con­ 
sumption in the United States in 1972 
will set an all-time record of about 46 
billion board feet, according to estimates 
for the year by the National Forest Pro­ 
duction Association. 
“The building industry accounts for 
between two-thirds and three-fourths of 
all lumber consumption in the United 
States with variations depending large­ 
ly on the strength of home building,” 
said NFPA Forest economist, Dr. John 
Muench, Jr. 
Muench said a domestic consumption 
level of 46 billion board feet would repre­ 
sent a gain of 20 per cent more than the 
1970 consumption level, which was a 
relatively sluggish year for both housing 
and lumber. He attributed the bulk of the 
this year to the current housing 
gain 
boom.

The 
International 
Sunday 
School 'Lesson for July 16 is 
entitled “ Praising the Lord.” 
The lesson text is taken from 
two of the Psalms (Psalms 104 
and Psalms 103). This lesson 
begins a series of three on “ Ex­ 
pressions of Devotion.” This will 
be followed by a lesson on con­ 
fession and another in forgive­ 
ness. 
The reason why praise is an 
important factor in the Bible is 
not because of the effect praise 
has upon God but because of 
the effect it has upon us Praise 
in our devotions indicates that 
we are on the right side of the 
line. This means that we give 
O'ur adherence' to the teachings

of the Bible and are sincerely 
trying, to follow them,. We are 
pleased, when people praise us, 
but if we are leading sincere 
and devoted lives we can be 
sure that a process of growing 
improvement is taking place in 
our lives. We repeat that praise 
is an essential factor in the liv­ 
ing of a good life because what 
we praise we must agree with, 
and when, we praise God and 
express our praise sincerely we 
are registering, as it were, our 
agreem ent with what the Bible 
teaches and our sincere desire 
to love God and to obey Him 
by following his commandments. 
Showing Our Faith 
God is perfect. When we praise 
the Perfect Being, and do so 
sincerely, we are in the process 
of growth and enrichment. God 
is the giver of every good and 
perfect gift. We praise Him for 
his love manifested in all that 
we do and think. This does not 
mean that we hold peopte up, as 
it were, and demand to know if 
they are saved. People who car­ 
ry on, after this fashion are not 
highly thought of or admired. 
The way we show forth our re­ 
ligious faith is best of all mani­ 
fested by the way we live When 
people speak of our sincerity— 
our trustworthiness in every as­ 


pect of life—then we are show 
ing forth our devotions to what 
God would have us be and do. 


Faith and Everyday Living 
The best way to show forth our 
devotion, to the teachings of the 
Bible is by living the kind of 
life God intends us to live. It 
does not take any public testi­ 
mony on our part to convince 
people that we are trustworthy 
and devoted to the teachings of 
the Bible. The silent living of a 
good, life is the best testimony 
we can give as to the spiritual 
soundness of our lives. The place 
where we can show fortn most 
effectively our devotion to God 
and to the teachings of the Bible 
is right where we happen to be 
—in the home, office, in the 
social life in which we move 
The teachings of the Bible are 
not just part of a great and 
noble tradition. They are God's 
commandment as to what we 
should be and do. When we 
praise God for his goodness and 
love something begins to o-'cur 
in our lives. We do not need to 
hold forth on our devotion to 
God’s teachings. The people who 
know us best have a pretty 
good idea as to how sincere we 
are and to the real place that 
religious faith plays in our ev­ 
eryday living. 
The Book of Psalms is one 
of the most appealing bodies of 
literature to be found in the 
writings of mankind. Both Jews 
and Gentiles admire the Psalms 
and use them in their worship. 
Some of the Psalms are very 
short, and others very long, such 
as the 119th, which has 176 vers­ 
es. The 23rd Psalm is known 
by millions of people through­ 
out the world. Psalm 100, with 
its five verses, sets forth spiri­ 
tual truth that people of all 
faiths can ponder to the im­ 
provement of their lives. 


Praising God 
“ Bless the Lord, O my soul; 
and all that is within me, bless 
his holy name.” We need to re­ 
call to our minds many times 
each day the benefits we receive 
from God. He forgives our ini­ 
quities. He comforts us in hours 
of sorrow. God heals our diseas­ 
es, especially .maladies of the 
spirit . He j redeems our lives 
with loving kindness and tender 
from destruction. He crowns us 
with loving kindness and tender 
mercies. He renews our youth 


and strength. A truth that we 
need, always to keep in mind is 
that we can priase God where - 
ever we are and chiefly by 
obeying God’s commandments. 
Sanctuaries are important Our 
faith is strengthened as we meet 
with others in services of wor­ 
ship. Is the Church full of hypo­ 
crites? No—underlined and re­ 
peated. The Chukch is full of 
people who are weak but aspir­ 
ing. We can worship God any­ 
where we happend to be. We 
know God to be Creator, King 
and Lord. The Memory Selection 
for the lesson July 16, spells our 
religious truth sincerely and ef­ 
fectively: “I will sing to the 
Lord as Long as I live: I will 
sing praise to my God while I 
have being.”

Groom, Bride Now Regarded As 
Equal Partners By Lutherans 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL

NEW YORK (A P) — Parts of 
the traditional m arriage ritual 
terming the husband "head of 
the wife” and directing her to 
be submissive to him are no 
longer required, in a new Lu­ 
theran m arriage service. 
Nor does the bride’s father 
"give” her away, implying she 
lacks the independence of the 
groom. 
The 
custom 
derived 
from 
ancient 
times 
When 
daughters were regarded pos­ 
sessions and were turned over 
to the groom for a price. 
“We feel that they should be 
regarded as equal partners in 
the m arriage,” says the Rev. 
Dr. Eugene L. Brand, head of 
an Inter-Lutheran Commission 
on Worship which drew up the 
new service. 
It 
omits 
the 
usual 
bridal 
promises 
to 
“ honor” 
and 
“obey” the husband. Nor does 
the m inister pronounce 
them, 
m an and wife as is customary. 
Instead, 
they 
themselves 
de­ 
clare that compact. 
In principle, this always has 
been the case, with the minis­ 
ter being only the officiating 
witness to it, even though he 
formally pronounced them wed. 
Basically, however, it is their 
own “pledge of faithfulness” to 
each other that unites them, 
Dr.. Brand noted. 
Matching the procedure with 
the principle, the key part of 
the new service reads: 
Ministers: “ W it is your in­ 
tention to share with each other 
your laughter and tears and all 
that the years will bring, by 
your promises, bind yourselves 
now to each other as husband 
and wife.” 
'The couple, in. turn: "I take 
you, (nam e), to he m y wife or 
husband from this day forward, 
to join with you and share all 
that is to come and, with the 
help of God, I promise to be 
faithful to you as he gives us 
life together.”
